UNITED STATES 
DEMANDS APOLOGY 
FROM AUSTRIANS

WASHINGTON, June 28.—The 
United States rejoinder to Aus-

KELLY PLEADS 
HIS OWN CASE 


He Begins Lengthy Address To 
Jury in Hearing at Win- 


nipeg 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

WINNIPEG, June 28.—Thomas 
Kelly, for thirty-five years a building 
contractor in Winnipeg, commenced 
in the assize court this afternoon a 
sensational fight for liberty, After 
having followed a policy of conduct- 
ing no cross examination of crown 
Witnesses in the charges against him 
of theft, false pretenses and receiving, 
and having called no witnesses, he 
announced this afternoon that ne 
wanted two or three hours to address 
the jury. He spoke for 45 mifutes 
and will continue when the court sits 
tomorrow morning ’ 

Mr. Kelly made a vigorous defonse 
of his actions as parliament buildings 
contractor, jHe denied that he had 
been overpaid and insisted that on 
the contrary the province owed him 
money. lie declared that ho had 
been persecuted by the present goy- 
ernment of Manitoba, criticized the 
course of the Grown throughout the 
prosecuticn, and expressed his opinion 
that no good could be served by his 
conyviction—that a verdict of guilty 
would not assist at a settlement of 
the civil sult. He renewed his will- 
ingness to settle questions in dispute 
by a board of arbitration, and insist- 
ed that the government had signed 
papers agreeing ¢o arbitration and 
then had held up proceeding pend- 
ing the result of the criminal action. 

Crown counsel objected occasionally 
when they considered that Mr. Kelly 
was away from the rules of evidence. 
Mr. Austice Prendergast remarked 
that he would allow” the accused 
great latitude, but reminded the jury 
of their oath to be guided by the evi- 
dence, 

R. A. Bonnar K. C addressed the 
jury for two hours in presenting his 
review of the evidence for the crown. 
Mr. Bonnar declared it was the fault 
of the anecused that he was not re-

LONDON, June 28—Gains of ad- 
ditional ground by the Italians from 
the Austrians, by the French from the 
Germans northeast of Verdun, and by 
the Germans from the Russians in 
Volhynia, are chronicled in the latest 
official communications issued by the 
Italian, French and Austrian war of- 
fices, In addition, it is stated that the 
Austrians are still holding back the 
wing of the Russian army, which is 
endeavoring to drive past Kuty, Buko- 
Winn, with Kolomea as its objective, 


British Report. 

LONDON, June 28—The war office 
communication issued to night says: 

“During last night there were raids, 
and patrols entered enemy trenches 
at several points, bombing the enemy 
and inflicting casuflties, Near Angres 
one of our raiding parties found the 
enemy trenches badly damaged by 
shell fire. The enemy apparently had 
suffered from gas we had successfully 
discharged from our trenches. 

“A particularly successful raid was 
carried out by the Highland Light 
Infantry near the Vermelles-La Bassee 
Road, when 46 prisoners und two 
trench mortars were captured, and 
two enemy mine shafts were destroy- 
ed, with the loans ot only two men. 

“Today the enemy exploded a small 
mine near Neuve Chapelle and another 
near Hulluch, but, excepting slight 
dumuge to one of our saps, they 
achieved no other result.

PARIS, June 28—The official com- 
munication issued tonight by the war 
office reads:

MARSEILLES BUILDS GREAT 
CANAL SYSTEM DESPITE WAR 


Circle of Hills Back of the Mediterranean Port Pierced to Connect 
With Interior Canals at Cost of Many Millions — A Herculean 
Feat in Time of Peace, But Marvellous Now.

MARSEILLES, June 5—Set a city

It is unique in the width of its span, 
In its 72 feet of beam two double 
lines of sea-going lighters, each of the 
capacity of 1,200 tons, may make pro- 
gress in opposite directions. The 
earth extracted represents 2,200,000 
metres, or twice that taken from the 
two parallel tunnels of the Simplon 
tunnel, which untlh now held the 
world’s record, The deficiency in labor 
is being made up by the employment 
of German prisoners of war.

BATTALION NOW 
OVER 600 STRONG 


The French-Canadians Form 
Guard of Honor For 
Departure 


At 12.30 last night engineer G. B. 
Wilson pulled the throttle of the C. 
P. R. locomotive which carried away 
to Surcee camp the 600 mambers of 
the 218th Battallon, better known as 
the Irish Guards. With 126 picked 
men of the 2338rd Battalion forming 
the guard of honor, and a crowd of 
several thousand on the platform, 
Colonel Cornwall's Irishmen were 
given a send off, no less hearty than 
that which was given to every other 
battalion which has left this city. 

Since the war started in August, 
1914, over 15,000 of Northern Alber- 
tas truest and best men have heard 
their country’s call and have loft the 
city and district, Many of them have 
ulready made the supreme sucrifice, 
others have been wounded, but the 
call is for men and more men, and 
Edmonton has not fatled, Some 
might think that the departure of 
battalions from Edmonton had be- 
come such a common occurrence that 
the enthusiasm would have worn oui 
But such a person need only to have 
been in the proximity of the C, R.

And when the locomotive 
with fourteen coaches pulled away 
from the statton, he waved farewell 
to the crowd, who gave three cheers 
and a tiger for the 2i8th and another 
one for their colonel,

and formally thanked the Bulletin for

‘The land particularly reterred to is 
outside property, which, however, 
in the city limits The cases in point 
Were the applications of F. C. Lowes 
to have the assessment reduced of 
the N. W. Seo. 25-52-25 and the N.. 
Sec, 25-52-25; also F. C. Lowes’ and 
G. W. Black's appeal against the as- 
sessment of N. B. 26-52-25. 

Said it Was Unfair 


In support of the application it 
Was urged that the assessment was 
wrossly unfair, The N.B, 26-52-54 


Was assessed at $1,300 per acre, and 
N. W. Sec, 25-52-25 and N. E. Sec. 25- 
52-25 at $1,700 per nere. The total 
Assesenient was something like 
$526,000, and the owners had to pay 
about $13,000 in taxes. It was stated 
in 1912 the N. E. 26-52-25 was pur- 
chased at $400 per acre, There were 
no plans registered of the property, 
and none could be sold at the present 
time for more than 3250 per acre, and 
it was of no use now for anything save 
farming or market gardening. 

It wus stated that the property had 
only received a ten per cent, reduc- 
tion this year, Assessor Walker, in 
answer to u question, said that this 
class of property had been reduced 
about 25 per cent. The ten por cent. 
reduction was made to bring it into 
line with adjoining property. 

Greatest Reduction 

Asked what was the greatest ro- 
duction made of any property in the 
city this year, Assessor Walker said 
that it was 60 per cent., the property 
being on McDougall avenue. 

A proposition was made that the 
property be reduced in assessment 
from $1,700 to $1,200 per acre and 
from $1,300 to $1,000 per acre, but 
Ald. Calder protested that the ussess- 
ment was impossible for such pro- 
perty, and he would reduce it one- 
half, 

Deputy Mayor McArthur said that 
they must not forget that there were 
other owners of similar property in 
the city who were not appealing 
against the assessment, and their in- 
terests had to be considered. 

Ald. MacDonald, who supported the 
contention that the property should be 
reduced, said that such owners had 
not appealed. They had the oppor- 
tunity to do so, and if they did not 
appeal and others did, they must pay 
the taxes. 

Ald, Calder said that he would pro- 
pose that the property be reduced 
from $1,700 to $1,000 per acre, and 
from $1,300 to $800 per acre. 

Ald, Ramsey seconded. 

The deputy mayor: We must not 
forget those who are not here, 

Ald. Culder's proposition was, 
however, carried and the assessment 
was reduced by that amount. 

Another Appeal

Mr. Short appeared on behalf of 
the Canadian Northern Railway, who 
appealed against the assessment of

Lots 28-29-30, Block 6, H.B.R., be- 
longing to Mrs, E. C. Wilson, and 
nasessed at $4,200 each, were reduced 
to the extent of $2,400.

Mac- 
Donald said that an assessment of 
$15,000 for three lots, for residential 
purposes alone, was ridiculously high.

Ald. MacDonald said that taking 
into consideration the purpose for 
which the ground was used, he could 
not see why the whole block should be 
assessed on the same scale us other 
lots around, 

Ald. Ramsey could not see why con- 
sideration should be extended to this 
property than any other, It would 
be different if they had a park there, 
but there was not one at the present 
time and he moved that the assess- 
ment be confirmed, 

Ald, MacDonald moved that it be re- 
duced by $50,000, as it was semi-public 
property.

The application of E. D. Grierson 
that the assessment of 8. W. 15-23-24 
except railway and road allowances, 
and also that of S. W. 1-4 22-53-21 
was partly allowed, The north half of 
the property was allowed to stand, and 
the assessment of the south half was 
reduced to $2,200 per acre, 

It was stated that the assessment of 
Strathearn, the sub-division belonging 
to John E. Gordon had been reduced 
this year from $400 to $350 per ‘ot. 
No further reduction was allowed. 

Mount Pleasant Estate 

The assessment of Mount Pleasant 
Estate was also confirmed, as well as 
that of the Hagman estate. On be- 
half of the Hagman estate it was 
urged that the land had neither roads, 
nor any other improvement to redeem 
it from farm land and that it was now 
rented as pasture. 

Appeals were put in for practically 
the whole of the Donald Ross proper- 
ty. It was stated that eonsiderable 
reductions had been made in cases of 
areas where vaue had depreciated by 
reason of the flood, The assessments 
made were confirmed, 

G. F. Emerson obfained some reduc- 
tions—Grove Park, blocks 3, 4 and 12

Magrath & Holgate Appeal

‘**bayonet fighting.“ These 
extracts, one of them from a Con- 
servative newspaper, allege a con- 
dition of things of vital import- 
ance to officers and men in train- 
ing, and to the public as well, If 
our officers fail to pass the tests 
in England it must be because the 
selection of officers is not carried 
out with judgment or because the 
training they are given is not such 
as the examinations require, Ik 
Lee-Enfield rifles are issued to re- 
place Ross rifles when a battalion 
reaches England, then the Cana- 
dian tax-payer is paying for a 
vast number of rifles which there 
is neither need nor sense in buy- 
ing, and the soldiers are wasting 
time learning to handle them, If 
when they get to England Cana- 
dian soldiers have to learn an en- 


tirely new system of drill, it is 
obvious that the drill they are 
taught in Canada is useless. In 


any and all these cases there is a 
waste of both time and money, and 
that when we can least afford to 
waste either. In the early stages 
of the war some confusion and 
misunderstanding was to be ex- 
pected, and taken as a matter of 


course, But the war is no longer 
in the period when such things 
could be justified. If the Cana- 


dian authorities do not know now 
how to pick and instruct officers 
and howto arm and train men in 
accordance with what the condi- 
tions of the war require, it is time 
they quit pretending to be mili- 
tary authorities, 


Settlement in Ireland might be 
cheap at the price of unsettlement 
at Westminster.

But in order that the service may 
be profitable it must be convenient for 
the traffic to be carried. People are 
on Jasper to do business. The ser- 
vice must be such that it can be de 
pended upon to take them from point 
to point with certainty and without 
Not since the street railway 
ice was first inaugurated ha 
these conditions been met, and as a 
ce it takes a longer time and 
more la to transact a given amount 
of miscellaneous business in Edmon- 
ton than in any other city in America, 
That is to say, people walk from point 
to point rather than wait for a street 
ear, This nieans that while the con- 
venience of a street railway service is 
lackingg the railway does not get the 
money for the short haul, which is the 
haul that pays. Result, financial loss 
to both the citizens and the railway. 
There are plenty of cars operating on 
Jasper to give an amply frequent ser- 
vice, But, unfortunately, they have 
never, and do not now, run at regular 
intervals, Any day, at any time of 
the day, two or perhaps three cars 
may be seen near together gulng in one 
direction, with probably not a car in 
sight going in the other direction, 
Once people get into the habit of de- 
pending on a car they will use it. But 
when they cannot depend on it they 
get out of the way of using it, and 
the railway does not get their nickles, 

The ) arvice on Jasper is 
so irr 1 eit is only an in- 
cident of the service given the outly- 
ing parts of the city, The car that 
runs from the Packing Plant, in North 
Edmonton, to a distant point in the 
west end of the city cannot possibly 
keep to schedule on Jasper on all oe- 
casions, And when every that 
runs on Jasper do so unde milar 
circumstances the resulting irregular- 
ity of service on Jasper is only what 
must be expected, 

Of course the present service is en- 
tirely convenient for the people who 
live in the more outlying quarters of 
the city. They reach points on Jas- 
per without change, or leaving points 
on Jasper they reach home without 
change, If this could be done while 
triving a real street railway service on 
Jasper it would be very good. But 
when the short haul traffic on Jasper, 
that would pay, has to be sacrificed 
for the long haul tra that will only 
pay under conditions that do not now 
exist, there is no argument as to what 
must be the result to the tinances of 
the railway and of the city. 

The radial lines of the railway were 
put in under the real estate excitement 


conseque 


for the purpose of booming subdivi- 
sions rather than producing paying 
traffic, The subdivisions are now in 


a measure occupied and the residents 
are entitled to a service. But they 
are only entitled to such service as t 
city can afford to give. And the city 
cannot afford to sacrifice profitable 
traffic on Jasper for the sake of run- 
ning cars miles out at hours when few 
or no people want to ride in them, 

If the city would give a street rail- 
way service where a street railway? 
vice is needed and n radial se 
where only a radial service is needed, 
as any private corporation would, the 
railway would pay with careful man- 
agement even under present condi- 
tions, But no management could 
make it pay while the radial lines are 
given a street railway service and 
Jasper avenue is given a radial service. 

To give Jasper a street railway ser- 
vice and give radial services on other 
lines would mean changing cars to 
reach radial points from Jasper or to 
reach Jasper from radial points, This 
brings up at once the question of 
car steps, Of all the cars owned by 
the City of Edmonton not one is fitted 


with modern street car steps, or has 
more than one step, This means that 
getting in or out of the Edmonton 
cars is an exercise in gymnastics

difficulty in making transfers at con- 
necting points, which would have to 
be overcome by the addition of an- 
other step. That it can be done by 
one means or another there is 
doubt, It ought to be done in 
case and at any fair cost. 

A belt or loop line from the corner 
of Ninth and Jasper, by way of the 
high and low-level bridges, respective- 
ly, would give a good service on Whyte 
avenue, South Side, Short connect- 
ing services would cover all lines on 
the South Side, and connections at the 
corner of Syndicate and 
mao and Jasper, Mirst ande 
Athabasen and Twenty rourth 
cover all North Side lines 

At present, cars are run more fre- 
quently than is necessary on the 
radial lines, in ordér to give a sufti- 
ciently frequent service on Jasper. 
This is purely a Waste of power and 
an increase of expense in wages, while 
also increasing depreciation of the 
plant by unnecessary wear and tear 
without giving a frequent and regular 
service on Jasper, such as would earn 
real money, 

After all, the purpose of the street 
railway is to accommodate the citizens, 
not merely to make a profit, But, on 
the other 1d, unless a profit is made 
the city cannot continue to give the 
accommodation, If the Jasper ser- 
vice were made distinct from that of 
the connecting radial lines os suggest 
ed, it would be worth considering if a 
fure of ten tickets for a quarter might 
net be adopted, with no transfers, ex- 
cept to spur ling connections, That 
is, let every rige on Jasper cost two 
and a half cents, and every ride on a 
radial or belt line cost the same, This 
would give the business centres of each 
side of the river the same minimum 
rate, While people crossing from one 
business centre

FIGURE LARGELY

Ottawa, June 28.—During the past 
twenty-four hours four casualty lists 
were issued by the department of 
militia, containing in all 386 reports. 

Forty-five names were contained in 
the afternoon lists, sixteen being re- 
ported killed in action, three dead 
from wounds, one dead from sick- 
ness, five missing, one seriously ill, 
one previously reported’ missing now 
unofficially prisoner of war, and 
seventeen wounded, 

The list issued at six o'clock last 
evening was the lightest of the four, 
containing only thirty-four reports, 
made up as follows: Three killed in 
action, six dead of wounds, one miss- 
ing, one seriously ill, one suffering 
from shock, and 21 wounded, 

Thirty-nine killed in action, nine 
dead of wounds, thirty-nine missing, 
one previously reported missing now 
dead of wounds, four previously miss- 
ing now undfficially prisoners of war, 
and 93 wounded, comprised the list 
issued last midnight, which was the 
heaviest list of the four, 

One hundred and twenty-three re- 
ports comprised the list issued at 2:30 
this morning, Seventeen were re- 
ported as killed in action, four dead 
of wounds, twenty-four missing, two 
previously reported missing now un- 
officially prisoner of war, one missing 
believed killed in action, two pre- 
viously reported missing from base in 
error, one previously reported unoffi- 
cially now officially killed in action, 
previously reported missing now 
wounded, and 71 wounded,
